Summer Grant’s family speaks after two 
fairground workers are sent to prison

The grieving parents of Summer Grant, who died 
after the bouncy castle she was playing on blew away, 
have spoken out about losing their daughter. 

The seven-year-old girl was playing on a ride in 
Harlow Town Park on March 26, 2016, when high 
winds blew it into the air. 

It then travelled 300 metres down a hill and struck 
a tree before coming to a stop. Summer was sub¬ 
sequently rushed to hospital, but died a short time 
later. 

Her mum, Cara Blackie, from Norwich, said: “1 
remember walking in and seeing my daughter’s 
lifeless body. 

“What she went through was just awful; how 
scared she must have been. 

“1 sat with her for a while in disbelief not knowing 
what to think or feel. 

“1 felt numb, and in complete shock. This couldn’t 
be happening to my beautiful Summer."

28, of Whitecross Road, Wilburton, were both jailed 
for manslaughter by gross negligence and two 
counts of failing to discharge a general health and 
safety duty under the Health and Safety at Work 
Act. 

After a three-week long trial in April this year, the 
pair were found guilty by a jury of their peers. 

Following the sentencing on June 15, Summer's 
parents came forward to pay tribute to their daugh¬ 
ter. 

Summer’s mum said: “The feeling 1 felt leaving her 
at the hospital alone will be with me forever. 

“1 kept thinking how on earth am 1 supposed to tell 
Lily, my younger daughter, that Summer wasn’t 
coming back. 

“The next day Lily came to the hotel and I laid with 
her on the bed and broke the news. She was only five 
and didn’t quite understand what I was saying." 

She continued: “I explained that Summer was now 
up in the sky with the angels. 

“That night, Lily was at the hotel window and we 
asked what she was doing to which she replied T’m 
saying good night to Summer’. 

“It was killing me inside but I knew I had to be 
strong for her sake. 

Daughters 

“We returned home two days later. I remember 
pulling up outside my house and the dread and panic 
of going in with just one of my daughters set in. 

“The press were also outside waiting to take 
photos, which made this experience even worse. 

“My sister was at my house waiting for me. She 
had shut Summer’s bedroom door as I requested as 
the thought of walking past it knowing she would 
never play in there nor sleep in there again was too 
much. 

“The date of her funeral quickly came around. I 
painted her nails blue - her favourite colour - and also 
put on my glittery high heeled shoes, the shoes 
Summer wanted to wear on her first night out. 

“Her service was fit for a princess, I wanted it to be 
bright and beautiful, not dark and gloomy. 

“She had a horse drawn carriage and we played 
her favourite songs." 

Cara said that since losing Summer her family’s 
lives had changed. 

“We are always aware that Summer is missing, 
whether it be at a birthday party, a family meal or 
just snuggled up on the sofa watching a film,” she 
added. 

“We have good and bad days but our lives will 
never be the same. 

“I never thought that my Summer playing and 
having fun on a bouncy castle would end her young 
life. 




“No amount of words will ever explain how this 
has affected mine, my daughter’s and the rest of my 
family’s lives. 

“I have to live with this horrible pain the rest of my 
life, which no mother should ever have to go 
through.” 

Summer’s father Lee Grant, from Harlow, said: 
“When Summer died I felt as if I died too. 

“I felt I had nothing left to live for because she was 
my beautiful angel, and had it not been for me still 
having Lily and my son Charlie and my family’s 
heartache, I would have been selfish and taken my 
own life just to be with her. 

“I have thought about what happened that day 
every day and thought about why it happened. It has 
ruined my life and my family’s life. 

“Lily grew up with Summer as a sister and a best 
friend. She’s only seven now and still very con¬ 
fused. 

“She talks about her sister all the time but now has 
to grow up without her. 

“When she talks to me about what happened and 
about Summer, it’s so hard to listen to because I just 
want to cuddle her and tell her everything is going to 
be okay. 

“But it’s not going to be okay because we all have to 
live with this for the rest of our lives. 

“We go to Summer’s grave together and read 
stories or place flowers or figures on the grave and 
tell her how much we love and miss her. 

“We tell Lily its Summer’s special place but as she 
gets older there are questions she will ask." 

He continued: “At first I blamed myself for all this 
because if I hadn’t taken her to the fair it wouldn’t 
have happened, or if we got there earlier or later. 

“But then I thought, as time went by and my head 
got clearer, there were very serious questions that 
needed to be answered. 

“Why wasn’t the bouncy castle tied down prop¬ 
erly? If you are blaming the weather, then why was it 
put up in that weather in the first place? Did it have 
a manufacturing fault? Why was one person in 
charge of two bouncy castles? 

“This has affected the family in so many different 
ways and this is why it hurts me because I know how 
many of us hurt and how much we all miss Sum¬ 
mer. 

“I miss her so much and can’t think about Summer 
without crying. 

“She was the most beautiful and polite little girl 
you could ever know. She helped everyone and was 
liked and loved by everyone she met. She did not 
deserve what happened and this should never hap¬ 
pen again to anyone. 

“I just want to cry and cry and someone to tell me 
this is a really long horrible dream. But it’s not; it’s 
very real and hurts so much. 

“These people who are responsible don’t know the 
pain we feel and probably never will.” 

William and Shelby Thurston were both handed a 
sentence of three years each at Chelmsford Crown 
Court for manslaughter by gross negligence. 

They were also given 12 months in prison for 
failing to discharge a duty of care under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act, to run concurrently. 

After the pair were jailed senior investigating 
officer. Detective Chief Inspector Daniel Stolen, of 
the Essex Serious Crime Directorate, spoke to the 
press outside court. 
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Tributes were left at Harlow 
Town Park after Summer Grant 
died on March 26, 2016 


“I think the sentence is absolutely appropriate,” he said. 

“Obviously poor Summer has lost her life and 1 think the sentence is 
significantly long that they can consider their actions. 

“Clearly that industry need to up their game and they need to up 
their standards. 

“It was clear throughout this trial that their procedures are just not 
anywhere near acceptable. 

“It is very clear that industry is now fully aware and have a greater 
cogenesis of what is expected of them. 

“We, myself and the Health and Safety Executive have sent out a 
great deal of information to improve those standards.” 

Nicola Jaynes, from the Health and Safety Executive, said: “Every¬ 
one should assess a risk and 1 think we all do on a daily basis - we all 
check as we cross the road. 

“Risk assessment doesn’t have to be a huge document, it has to be fit 
for purpose. 

“So you should assess the risks of members of the public coming to 
visit your fun fair.” 


‘The most monumental risk with children’s lives’

TWO fairground workers have 
been jailed for manslaughter after 
a seven-year-old girl died in their 
bouncy castle when it blew away. 

Summer Grant was playing in 
the it when strong winds led the 
bouncy castle to fly into the air, 
roll 300 metres and stop at the end 
of a hill on March 26, 2016. 

She died a short time later due 
to her injuries. 

Shelby Thurston, 25, and Wil¬ 
liam Thurston Jnr, 28, were found 
guilty of manslaughter by gross 
negligence and two counts of fail¬ 
ing to discharge a general health 
and safety duty. 

They were both sentenced to 
three years in prison on Friday 
(June 15). 

Justice Neil Garnham, during 
his sentencing remarks, told the 
couple how they failed to ensure 
the safety of Summer Grant when 
she was playing on a ride operated 
by them. 

The judge then looked back at 
the events that unfolded on March 
26, 2016, when Summer died. 

He said: “On the 26 March 2016, 
Summer attended the annual fun¬ 
fair held at Harlow Town park 
with her father, her grandmother 
and her sister Lily. The weather 
that afternoon was miserable; it 
was overcast, intermittently rain¬ 
ing and windy. 

“As had been forecast, the wind 
picked up during the afternoon; it 
appears that a storm was 
approaching. 

“You had travelled to Harlow on 
Tuesday, March 22 and set up a 
large, infatable slide and a small 
infatable slide together with a 
device called a Circus Super 
Dome. The dome is an inflatable 
piece of play equipment consist¬ 
ing of an inflated bed and an 
inflated upper enclosure. 

“The aim was to open the fair 
on the Thursday, but the weather 
was too poor. Some rides were 
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of kitchens 
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William Thurston and Shelby 
Thurston 

opened on the Friday but it 
remained too wet for the inflat- 
ables. The Saturday was not much 
better. 

“Shortly before 2pm you, Wil¬ 
liam Thurston, checked the fore¬ 
cast on the Met Office App. It 
appears that by 2.30pm the rain 
had stopped and you decided it 
was safe to open your three attrac¬ 
tions. 

“Rain began to fall later in the 
afternoon and the two of you dis¬ 
cussed whether you should take 
down the inflatables. You deflated 
the large slide the safe operation 
of which is immediately and obvi¬ 
ously affected by the rain. 

“In a dreadful act of misjudge¬ 
ment, you decided to delay taking 
down the dome. Shortly there¬ 
after Mr Lee Grant, with Summer 
and Lily, walked over to the dome 
and the smaller slide which were 
fenced off together as a single 
attraction. 

“He paid the fee of £3 for each of 
his daughters and they went on 
the dome, then the slide. Summer 
then decided she wanted to go 
back on the dome, whilst Lily had 
another go on the slide.” 

He said: “Very shortly there¬ 
after disaster struck. There was a 


strong, prolonged gust of wind. 
Because the dome was inad¬ 
equately secured to the ground, 
the gust was sufficient to pull 
some of the five front stakes, 
which held in place the bed of the 
dome, from the ground. 

“That was visible on the video 
tape taken of Lily and Summer by 
their family. Once, one or two 
stakes were lifted, resistance to 
the wind was reduced and the 
continuing wind rapidly peeled 
the bed of the dome from its 
anchorage. 

“The bouncy castle then took 
off. Seven-year-old Summer was 
trapped inside. The inflatable was 
lifted over, or through, the row of 
caravans and trailers behind the 
attractions, striking them as it 
passed, and down the hill bey¬ 
ond. 

“All the while. Summer was 
being tossed about inside. 

“Summer was taken to the Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital by ambu¬ 
lance, where, tragically, she died 
from the multiple injuries she had 
sustained as the dome careered 
down the hill. 

“It does not bear thinking about 
what that little girl went through 
inside that bouncy castle. 

“You both pleaded not guilty to 
gross negligence manslaughter 
and the Health and Safety at Work 
Act offence. 

“You have both been convicted 
by the jury.” 

The judge then discussed how 
he should decide what sentence to 
give the defendants. 

He said: “In order to determine 
the basis on which 1 should sen¬ 
tence you it has been necessary 
for me to make findings of fact as 
to the circumstances of Summer’s 
death. 

“Your conduct was so bad, so 


reprehensible, that, in the jury’s 
view, it must be regarded as crim¬ 
inal. 

“At the heart of your negli¬ 
gence, in my judgment, was your 
failure to have any sensible 
regard to the weather. 

“High winds had been pre¬ 
dicted for days and you knew that 
or should have known that. 1 find 
as a fact that the Met Office app, 
which you used, William Thur¬ 
ston, was displaying a warning 
symbol that day and probably for 
some days before.” 

“1 do not find that you took 
those last six pounds with a view 
to squeezing a last bit of profit out 
of a poor day’s business. 

“But 1 do find you were taking 
the most monumental risk with 
children’s lives by continuing to 
allow children onto the bouncy 
castle after you had decided to 
close the big slide. 

“And that risk-taking cost Sum¬ 
mer her life.” 

Judge Garnham added: “1 have 
to take account of the mitigating 
features of the case and in my 
view there are two. 

“First, you are both of good 
character. Neither of you have 
ever been convicted of an offence 
nor been cautioned. In addition, 1 
have read carefully all the state¬ 
ments from your friends and fam¬ 
ily that speak of your excellent 
characters prior to these events 
and to the change in you that 
Summer’s death has brought 
about. 

“1 accept that evidence. Second, 
remorse. 1 watched you give evid¬ 
ence. 1 have read your letters 
addressed to the court. 

“1 am entirely satisfied that 
you are both genuinely 
racked by remorse for what you 
have done.”

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Witness to collision tells how she performed CPR on man until medics arrived 


Pensioner 
died after 


car drifted 
off road

A WITNESS to a fatal collision in 
Harlow has described the moment 
a car drifted across a roundabout 
and crashed. 

She has also revealed how she 
performed CPR on the victim 
until paramedics arrived. 

Despite their efforts and the 
hard work of the emergency ser¬ 
vices, the driver, a man in his 80s, 
died at the scene. 

The witness, who has asked to 
remain anonymous, said: “The 
man in the vehicle came over the 
roundabout, hit a sign, clipped a 
tree and crashed into the work¬ 
man’s shed. 

“One man opened the door, we 
got him out and me and another 
man tried CPR on him until para¬ 


medics arrived, but I think he was 
already dead at the wheel. 

“He wasn’t going fast, he just 
drifted across the road at like five 
or lOmph. 

Compressions 

“We did chest compressions 
until paramedics got there and 
they did everything they could.” 

The accident took place along 
Edinburgh Way just after noon on 
Thursday, June 14. 

Officers attended after they 
received reports of a red Renault 
Megan colliding with a hoard¬ 
ing. 

The witness added: “I am 
trained in CPR and was just leav¬ 
ing a meeting from work, oth¬ 
erwise I wouldn’t have been 
there. 

“I’m very sad time for the fam¬ 



ily, I don’t think he knew anything 
had happened it was so sudden. 

“He was an elderly man.” 

The victim’s next-of-kin have 
been informed and are being sup¬ 
ported by Essex Police officers. 

The road, which was closed for 
a number of hours, has since 
reopened. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said: “Anyone who may have wit¬

“He’s remembering what I did 
for him.” 

As well as countless cards and 
flowers from well-wishers. Rose 
also received the customary birth¬ 
day card from the Queen. 

But throughout the 100th birth¬ 
day celebrations the independ¬ 
ence of the great-grandmother 


came through as she explained 
how she learnt to drive at the age 
of 30 and used her car regularly 
right up until the age of 83 when 
she had an angina attack which 
made her decide to give up. 

“There were horse and carts 
when I was little carrying milk 
and coal - all sorts of horse and 
carts,” she said. 

“I lived in Shepherd’s Bush in 
those years but there are so many 


cars on the road now. 

“It was lovely when I learnt to 
drive, and when I was driving, but 
I wouldn’t want to drive now - no 
way. 

“I was about 30 when I passed 
and I passed first time. 

“You had the road to yourself.” 

Understandably having lived 
for as long as she has, everyone is 
keen to know what Rose’s secret 
is.

“Let’s say I’ve enjoyed life and 


having a big family around you 
keeps you younger. 

“1 had the car and 1 was able to 
visit my sisters so we were able to 
meet one another and enjoy 
ourselves.” 

“What about a good face mois- 
turiser?” Rebecca asked her 
grandmother after she dished out 
her advice. 

“You don’t have to tell people 
that sort of secret!” Rose replied.

At last... a 
glimpse into 
the future 


THE article in last week’s 
Harlow Star about Harlow 
Council’s Local Plan is 
probably the first time that 
most residents of Harlow 
have been made aware of the 
council’s vision for the 
future of Harlow during the 
next 13 years. 

The council has done little 
to publicise the work that it 
has undertaken in the last 
four years to create its Local 
Plan, relying almost entirely 
on informing people who 
have access to the internet 
and have English as their 
first language. A previous 
consultation about the plan 
saw only 136 responses, from 
individuals or organisations 
The current consultation 
period lasts just six weeks 
and ends on fuly 6. 

The Plan and its 
accompanying papers runs 
to hundreds of pages and is 
quite frankly almost 
impossible to read and 
understand. It makes 
assumptions about 
population increases and 
housing need locally. As a 
consequence, it proposes 
that a huge number of 
homes are built in and 
around the town, including 
on 20 small sites which it 
lists in the Plan. Nearly 200 
homes will be built on green 
field and playground sites. In 
addition, the plan for a 
busway running from 
Lernhill Lane to the 
roundabout in front of The 
Leisurezone will change this 
quiet, tranquil green space 
forever. 

It is clear however that this 
is not really a consultation 
exercise but one of 
informing residents about 
what the council is already 
making plans to do. They 
have already produced 
detailed plans and sought 
Planning Permission for one 
of the sites listed (Elm 
Hatch) and carried out a 
consultation on another

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First firing 
of Hitler's 
fearsome 
V2 rockets 


ON September 8, 1944, the 
first ever firing of a V2 rocket 
was made on British soil - 
killing several pigeons and 
rabbits.

But where exactly did this 
rocket land? The answer is 
Parndon woods on the 
outskirts of Harlow. 

According to an article in 
the Harlow Star in 1993, the 
resulting explosion from this 
2,2001b high explosive 
warhead was so immense 
that roofing tiles were ripped 
from homes and windows 
were shattered. Even a 
middle-aged widow was 
thrown off her feet by the 
explosion. 

The crater left behind by 
the blast was 23 feet in 
diameter and six feet deep - 
no larger than that of the 
smallest bombs dropped in 
Britain. What made the V2 so 
deadly, however, was that it 
was the first long-range 
ballistic missile ever devised 
and possessed the ability to 
even breakthrough the 
sound barrier. 

The remains of this first V2 
rocket remain in the care of 
the Harlow Museum to this 
day. It was the weapon Hitler 
believed to be the key that 
would lead to his victory in 
the Second World War. 
However, he had mistakenly 
misjudged the resilience of 
the British people. 

These weapons were made 
possible as a result of the 
slave labour inflicted upon 
those in the concentration 
across Europe and required 
an immense number of 
recourses to construct and 
fuel. It was estimated that 
around 30 tons of potatoes 
were needed to fuel the 
rocket for a single flight. 

Harlow was the first to 
experience what was to 
come with the V2 rockets. 
Luckily no one was killed in 
its explosion (with the 
notable exception of the 
pigeons and rabbits, of 
course). However according 
to The Times, those caught 
in the second firing of this 
deadly weapon were not so 


lucky. The second rocket 
killed three and injured 17 
civilians in London. 

Unlike their slow and loud 
predecessors - the VI - the 
V2 was by all means 
impossible to shoot down 
due being almost silent and 
extremely fast. 

Although no one may be 
left in Harlow who 
remember the first firing of 
the V2, the Museum will 
forever hold onto what 
remains. It is indeed a stark 
reminder of the horrors of 
the Second World War and 
how even the smallest of 
towns hold scars that remind 
them of what once was.

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Popular children's author is a big hit 
with pupils on visit to primary school 


THE author of an iconic 
children’s book left a lasting 
impact when he visited a 
Harlow primary school. 

Michael Rosen, who wrote 
children’s favourite We’re 
Going on a Bear Hunt, spent 
the day wowing pupils - and 
staff - at Cooks Spinney 
Primary Academy. 

The performance poet 
took to the stage to tell 
animated, elaborated stories 
of his life, demonstrating to 
children how real life can 
turn into fantasy when 
writing. 

He said: “I like to show 
children there are all sorts of 
styles of writing. 

“There’s writing about 
things that have really 
happened, fantasy writing 
like Harry Potter, as well as a 
style of writing where you 
start writing about real life 
that goes into fantasy. This is 
an initiation into that style of 
writing; into that 
exaggeration or tall story. 

“They can start with the 
resources they have got and 
just expand on that and go 
OTT. 


“Write about the family 
and tell a yarn, turn your 
writing into a big fib! 

“We all know a strict 
teacher, so expand on that 
and tell the tall story about 
not being allowed to 
breathe, like in No Breathing 
in Class. 

“I hope children take from 
my performance ideas for 
writing. It is not as difficult 
as you think; if you’ve got a 
speaking voice, just use that. 
It’s writing with the voice. 

“I always hope the things I 
do provide a resource, 
whether that’s performance 
or content.” 

Year 4 teacher Tracy Pope 
has relied on Michael’s work 
to inspire children during 
her 15-year teaching career. 

She said: “We always teach 
our children performance 
poetry and Michael Rosen is 
the man for that. 

“It’s always his YouTube 
clips we refer to. 

“If you are not referring to 
Michael Rosen, I have no 
idea who you would use. 
There’s nobody better. 

“We have just had a week 


of poetry and performance 
poetry and before that we 
were working on creating 
play scripts, so it all ties in 
with performance and 
acting. 

“Pupils have been so 
excited to see Michael in real 
life, having studied him and 
knowing his books so well. 

“I am sure after this 
experience, everyone will be 
talking about what they got 
from Michael’s performance 
and how they can use what 
they saw in their own 
poems.” 

Children in Reception and 
Key Stage 1 were the first to 
encounter Michael’s lively 
performance. 

Within moments of seeing 
him, children were using 
what they had learnt. 

While the second 
performance was being put 
on for the older children, 
Francesca Harris, director of 
EYES, said of the younger 
pupils: “They have already 
made their own stories 
based around We’re Going 
on a Bear Hunt. Hearing 
Michael Rosen has inspired

Hospice chief reveals a new 
caring strategy for future 


ST CLARE Hospice has 
announced the launch of a 
new organisational strategy 
which will shape the care 
and services it delivers in the 
future. 

The Hastingwood-based 
charity provides specialist 
palliative care to improve the 
lives of people living with 
life-limiting illnesses in west 
Essex and the borders of east 
Hertfordshire - a population 
of more than 300,000 people. 

The charity currently cares 
for about 1,300 patients a 
year but, with the number of 
people dying each year in 
west Essex projected to rise, 
the Hospice aims to reach 
significantly more people in 
the next three years and 
beyond. 

Describing the hospice’s 
strategic approach for 2018 
onwards, St Clare chief 
executive Sarah Thompson 
said: “The vision of St Clare 
is that every adult with a life- 
limiting condition in our 
local communities should 
have access to palliative care 
services wherever and 
whenever they need them. 

“This is so that they can 
make the most of every 
moment, no matter how 
long they have left to live. In 
the coming years we aim to 
reach significantly more 
people who are facing death, 
dying and loss in our 
communities. 

“We know that 2,900 
people die in west Essex 
every year, and that an 


estimated 75 per cent of 
these are predictable deaths. 
We also know that the 
number of people who die in 
hospital in our local area is 
higher than the national 
average. We therefore want 
to reach considerably more 
of these people in the 
coming years.” 

Outlining how the hospice 
will deliver care to 
significantly more people, 
Sarah Thompson said: “St 
Clare aims to become the 
number one choice for 
referrers and families in 
delivering care to patients 
with complex conditions, 
and to develop a joined-up 
approach to care for patients 
who are moving between 
home, hospital, hospice and 
community care teams.” 

Sarah added: “We are also 
keen to take our services and 
expertise to patients when 
they can’t get to us in 
Hastingwood, to ensure that 
every person gets the care 
that they need and deserve.” 

St Clare Hospice also aims 
to support local 
communities to play a larger 
role in supporting each 
other, reducing loneliness 
and investing in volunteer- 
led community projects. 

Sarah said: “Death and 
dying has become highly 
medicalised in our society 
and hidden from public 
view. Death is often viewed 
as a ‘failure’, rather than a 
natural part of life. This is 
contributing to people who 


are facing serious illness and 
loss becoming socially 
isolated which has an impact 
upon their health and 
wellbeing. St Clare wants to 
support local communities 
to overcome fear of death, 
dying and hospice care, by 
raising awareness of end of 
life care issues and 
developing programmes to 
enable people to support 
each other.” 

Sarah continued: “Our 
brand new Compassionate 
Neighbours project is the 
first step in taclding the 
social isolation and 
loneliness faced by many 
people in our communities. 
Compassionate Neighbours 
is a network of trained 
volunteers who offer their 
time and support to people 
with a life-limiting illness or 
who are experiencing social 
isolation in their local area. 
They offer friendship and a 
listening ear, and help them 
to continue to do the things 
they enjoy.”

Diagnostic help 
sets standard at

A STATE-of-the-art GP 
service which is currently 
making national news is now 
available in Harlow 
Pharmacy on Wych Elm. 

Designed to support over¬ 
stretched NHS resources, 
MedicSpot is located in over 
50 pharmacies nationwide 
and is the only online GP 
service in the UK to perform 
a full clinical examination on 
the patient using diagnostic 
equipment. Patients consult 
with UK GPs via video link 
and the doctors can examine 
the patient’s temperature, 
blood pressure, pulse rate, 
breathing, ears, and throat 
despite being many miles 
away. 

MedicSpot doctors say that 
this makes the consultation 
much more like that of a 
traditional surgery 
consultation. 

Founded by a NHS doctor, 
all MedicSpot GPs are 
registered practitioners in 
the UK. Patients can book 
appointments online, by 
telephone, or within the 
pharmacy and can usually be 
examined and issued with 
medication within fifteen 
minutes. 


Founder Dr. Zubair Ahmed 
says that the service has 
proved invaluable in other 
cities, where NHS patients 
are regularly forced to wait 
around two weeks for a GP 
appointment or for several 
hours in A&E, in more urgent 
cases. 

“We’re not aiming to 
replace NHS GP surgeries 
but as doctors, we are all 
concerned about waiting 
times and the problems this 
can inevitably cause,” he 
explains.

A WOMAN from Harlow has 
been announced as one of 
the finalists in a search by 
the UK’s leading retirement 
housebuilder, McCarthy and 
Stone, for the Inspirational 
Generation - a nationwide 
competition to find and 
reward those over 60 with an 
inspiring story to tell.

IN THE FADE (18) ★★★★★ 

A mother’s courage is warped by grief and 
righteous indignation in writer-director Fatih 
Aldn’s award-winning drama, which marries on¬ 
screen inner turmoil with a powerful score 
composed by Queens Of The Stone Age front 
man Josh Homme. 

Bookmarked into three emotionally wrought 
chapters entitled Family, Justice and The Sea, In 
The Fade is a slow-burning German-language 
thriller of shifting moral certainties, which is 
distinguished by a tour-de-force central 
performance from Diane Kruger. 

Her fearless portrayal of an avenging angel, 
who vows to dole out the justice denied to her 
loved ones by the courts, scorches every frame 
of Akin’s picture as she careens at high speed 
towards a precipice of self-destruction. 

Kruger rips out her anguished mother’s heart 
as she ricochets between guilt, rage and 
incomprehension, numbing the pain with drugs 
scored from her lawyer before she emerges from 
a suicidal fug to pursue her violent vendetta. 

Courtroom scenes shimmer with suspense 
and there are some deliciously tense exchanges 
between legal counsels but once the verdict is 
delivered, tension dissipates and Akin relies 
increasingly on his luminous leading lady to 
energise a pedestrian final act that tests both 
our patience and sympathy. 

Kurdish drug dealer Nuri Sekerci (Numan 
Akar) marries sweetheart Katja (Kruger) while 
he is behind bars. Upon his release, the jailbird 
agrees to atone for his sins so they can raise a 
family. 

True to his word, Nuri studies business so he 
can open an office in Hamburg while Katja 
dotes on their cherubic five-year-old son, Rocco 
(Rafael Santana). 

Fate one evening, Katja returns to her 
husband’s office to collect their boy and she is 
greeted by police cordons and flashing blue 
lights. 

A nail bomb has been detonated in the street 
and police sombrely confirm that Nuri and 
Rocco were killed in the blast. 

Authorities initially focus on Nuri’s inglorious 
past and speculate that he might have been 
trafficking drugs again and targeted by 
embittered rivals. 

Meanwhile, Katja collapses under the weight 
of her grief, seeking consolation in the arms of 
good friend Birgit (Sarnia Chancrin) while her 
incandescent in-laws add fuel to the fire. 

Eventually, police arrest two members of a 
far-reaching neo-Nazi network, Andre (Ulrich 
Brandhoff) and Edda Moller (Hanna Hilsdorf), 
and Katja prepares to testify in court while her 
lawyer Danilo Fava (Denis Moschitto) locks 
horns with the defendants’ slippery legal 
representative (Johannes Krisch). 

In The Fade is a showcase for Kruger and she 
doesn’t disappoint, holding firm to her 
character’s volatile convictions. 

A muddled resolution, which shifts the action 
to Greece and proposes to quench Katja’s thirst 
for revenge, begs more nagging, uncomfortable 
questions than it answers. 


Heist with fresh twist 


OCEAN'S 8 (12A) 
★★★★★ 

C rime pays handsomely 
in a convoluted and 
effervescent caper, 
which continues the 
misadventures of the 
larcenous Ocean family from 
Steven Soderbergh’s trilogy. 

It has been more than a 
decade since the daring Fas 
Vegas casino heist of Ocean’s 
13 and the world has changed 
beyond recognition. 

Director Gary Ross’s stylish 
picture ditches George 
Clooney, Brad Pitt and their 
impeccably tailored brothers in 
arms for an all-female lead cast 
spearheaded by Oscar winners 
Sandra Bullock and Cate 
Blanchett. 

They plot an ambitious 
robbery in plain sight that 
subtly acknowledges seismic 
shifts in gender politics by 
refusing to hire a male 
accomplice and strain the 
bonds of sisterly solidarity. 

“A him gets noticed, a her 
gets ignored and for once we 
want to be ignored,” asserts 
Bullock’s criminal mastermind. 

The loosely coiled plot, co¬ 
written by Olivia Milch, 


requires similar suspensions of 
disbelief to previous chapters 
but there’s a loopy logic to 
each narrative twist and our 
enjoyment stems from 
watching the pieces of an 
elaborate puzzle fall into place, 
often with seconds to spare. 

Elliot Gould and 
contortionist Shaobo Qin 
briefly reprise roles as 
members of the old guard but 
Ocean’s 8 stands tall and 
proud on its own stiletto-clad 
feet without repeatedly flirting 
with the past. 

Danny Ocean’s younger 
sister Debbie (Bullock) 
emerges from a five-year stint 


at Nichols Women’s Prison 
with 45 dollars in her pocket 
and revenge on her mind. 

Her target is former lover 
Claude Becker (Richard 
Armitage), an art gallery owner 
who set her up for fraud and 
testified against her to secure 
Debbie’s conviction. 

Her cunning plan is to frame 
Becker for the theft of “blingy, 
Fiz Taylor jewels” worth 150 
million US dollars, which are 
set in a necklace that self- 
absorbed actress Daphne 
Kluger (Anne Hathaway) is due 
to wear to the annual Met Gala 
fundraiser. 

The gems will be closely 


monitored during the glitzy 
event by two highly trained 
guards, Guillermo (Migs 
Govea) and Yuri (James Biberi), 
and the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art’s supposedly 
impenetrable security system. 

To achieve the impossible, 
Debbie assembles a crack crew 
from the wrong side of the law 
including best friend Fou 
(Blanchett), fence Tammy 
(Sarah Paulson), jeweller Amita 
(Mindy Kaling), pickpocket 
Constance (Awkwafina), hacker 
Nine Ball (Rihanna) and Irish 
fashion designer Rose Weil 
(Helena Bonham Carter). 

Ocean’s 8 goes down as 
smoothly and sweetly as a 
freshly shaken martini, set to a 
groovy score composed by 
Daniel Pemberton. 

Bullock doesn’t need to flex 
her comic muscles, allowing 
Bonham Carter’s eccentricity 
and Hathaway’s diva to 
pickpocket big laughs 
alongside James Corden as a 
wily insurance fraud 
investigator, who has a long 
history with the Ocean family. 

Ross’s direction doesn’t steal 
the limelight from an engaging 
cast, who are clearly enjoying 
themselves and their geniality 
is infectious.

As one of the founding members of The Beach Boys, Mike Love has written 
and performed some of the most celebrated songs in the history of pop music. 
He teils Andrew Arthur about the band's new collaboration with the Royai 
Philharmonic Orchestra and why he never gets tired of singing the hits 


I t was the subject of many 
of their songs, but these 
days Beach Boys founding 
member Mike Love is, 
perhaps unsurprisingly, a 
little more selective before 
going out on a surfing trip. 

“I don’t surf so much these 
days!” laughs Love down the 
phone from Wabash in the US 
state of Indiana. 

The 77-year-old maintains 
though that if the conditions 
are favourable, he is 
occasionally happy to get back 
on a board. 

“If I’m In Hawaii and the surf 
is more gentle I may attempt it 
- but I sing about it beautifully! 

“But no, our lifestyle now is 
touring. Once in a while, we 
find ourselves in a place where 
it is conducive to surfing. It is 
really beautiful to try your luck 
at it again.” 

That Love and fellow Beach 
Boy Bruce Johnston, 75, aren’t 
wiped out from a gruelling 
touring schedule is impressive 
enough. 

Last year, they performed at 
more than 180 concerts in 
around 170 different locations. 

And they only seem to be 
getting busier as a new album 
with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra is released. 

Simply titled The Beach Boys 
with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, the record sees the 
original recordings of the 
band’s celebrated vocal 
harmonies paired with new 
symphonic arrangements 
recorded at Abbey Road 
studios. 

The collaboration has 
breathed new life into some of 


the band’s most famous songs, 
as far as Love is concerned. 

He cites a re-working of a 
track he and fellow founding 
member Brian Wilson penned 
together in November 1963, as 
his favourite moment from the 
album. 

The Warmth Of The Sun, 
which my cousin Brian and I 
wrote together, is a beautiful 
ballad. 

“But to hear it with the 
complement of the orchestra is 
just fantastic. 

“It is pretty neat, because 
people will be familiar with the 
songs but the orchestra’s 
arrangements really embellish 
them and give them a whole 
new incarnation.” 

The orchestra didn’t join The 
Beach Boys for their big shows 
at the Hampton Court Palace 
Festival last weekend, but there 
was a generous helping of their 
classic songs. 

You might think that, after 50 
years of touring. Love may be

weary of singing the same 
tunes night after night. 

However, he is clear that he 
never gets tired of performing 
the hits. 

“No, I had a hand, not only 
in singing those songs, but also 
writing them as well. 

“The majority of people will 
come to see us because they 
know and are hoping to hear 
certain songs from you, 
whether it be Good Vibrations 
or California Girls or something 
from the Pet Sounds album. 

“I don’t ever want to 
disappoint anybody and I love 
those songs. 

“We’re obsessed with 
recreating them five as close to 
the original recordings as 
possible. We even sing them in 
the same keys.” 

While Love and Johnston 
returned to British shores, the 
remainder of the band’s 
surviving members were not 
with them. 

The history of The Beach 
Boys is plagued with feuds 
about their artistic direction 
and legal disputes. 

After the band’s 
overwhelming commercial 
success with surf rock songs 
about cars, girls and the beach, 
Wilson retired from touring in 
1964 to concentrate on 
songwriting and producing. 

The more elaborate sound of 
subsequent Wilson-led 
projects, the seminal Pet 
Sounds and the recording 
process for the unfinished 
album Smile resulted in 
infamous infighting over the 
band’s creative direction. 

Love has been criticised by 


some sections of the band’s fan 
base for reportedly being 
resistant to Wilson’s 
songwriting shift. 

Love wrote in his 2016 
memoir: “For those who 
believe that Brian walks on 
water, I will always be the 
Antichrist.” 

In 2012, Love, Wilson, A1 
Jardine, Johnston and early 
guitarist David Marks reunited 
for a 50th anniversary tour and 
an album featuring new 
material. 

When the tour ended. Love 
announced new Beach Boys 
shows that would not involve 
Wilson. At the time. Love said 
the full reunion was always 
planned to be a limited run. 
Wilson and Jardine now tour 
with a separate group. 

Love’s voice adopts a more 
bristly tone when the subject of 
the band’s previous arguments 
are brought up. 

Asked if there was any 
awkwardness about the past 
when the band got back 
together. Love says: “Not really. 
In 2012,1 think we did over 70 
concerts together to mark the 
50th anniversary. 

“We all have the part we 
played, literally and 
figuratively. We all know each 
other very well. 

“But as many bands do, there 
are feuds. People go and do 
their own separate things and 
then once in a while, when it’s 
right, they come together. I 
think it’s pretty normal.

AFTER a decade fronting UB40, singer Duncan 
Campbell believes he's finally ticked all the 
boxes with the impending release of For The 
Many, the reggae legends' first album in five 
years. 

The record, a public display of support for 
Jeremy Corbyn and the Labour Party, will be 
released in September and is the band's first 
release of self-penned songs since Duncan 
replaced brother All on lead vocal duties. 

It will also be followed by a 40-date UK tour 
next spring to mark UB40's 40th anniversary - 
with two of those in Essex. 

UB40 will appear at Colchester Charter Hall 
on May 14, 2019, and at Southend's Cliffs 
Pavilion on May 18, 2019.

Twiggy, the original supermodel, speaks to GABRIELLE FAGAN ]

S HE'S the iconic model who will 
forever be known as the 'face' of 
the Sixties, but in the five decades 
since she first found fame as the 
elfin-faced muse with big eyes 
and long lashes, Twiggy has remarkably 
never fallen out of fashion. 

Discovered at just 16 years old. Twiggy 
retired from modelling after four years, 
but went on to become an award-winning 
film and stage actress, release her own 
album and appeared as a judge on 
America's Next Top Model. More recently, 
she's successfully turned to design, with 
clothing and accessories ranges for Marks 
& Spencer and Specsavers. 

We caught up with the glamorous and 
down-to-earth 68-year-old... 

How do you feel about ageing? 

"1 DON'T think about my age or ageing. 1 
know people can get depressed about 
being a certain age, but 1 don't see the 
point of that; there's nothing you can do 
about it and you can't stop time passing, 
so you might as well celebrate it. 

"As long as you've got your health, that's 
the most important thing. 1 also feel very 
lucky to be doing the things 1 love and to 
have a lovely family -1 feel as happy now 
as 1 was in my twenties." 

When you look back to the Sixties, how 
do you see yourself? 

"COMPARED with today's 16-year-olds - 
who appear so confident and grown-up 
- 1 was so shy and naive. 1 was this funny 
little kid that was obsessed with fashion, 
who suddenly had to grow up quite 
quickly. Deep down, there's still a little 
part of that girl within me, but I'm very 
different and much more confident now. 

"It's amazing to me that there's still this 
fascination with the Sixties. 1 get fan mail 
from all over the world who are obsessed 
with the period - perhaps because it was 
a time of such social change. 

"As far as 1 know, 1 was the first working 
class model - until then it was only girls 
from posh or middle class families. 1 
never expected to become famous, so 
when it happened (literally overnight), 1 
was as shocked as anybody else. 

"Suddenly - within three months - 1 
was in Paris working with American 
Vogue and ELLE, and people like Sonny 
and Cher were throwing parties for me 
with Clint Eastwood and Steve McQueen 
as guests. It was extraordinary.” 

How important is work to you? 

"1 WORK hard because 1 enjoy it. 1 can 
pick and choose the work that 1 do and 1 
only work on projects that I'm passionate 
about. I'm really proud of my latest 


collection of glasses for Specsavers -1 
had all of the ideas for the colours and 
shapes. Specs are such a fashion item 
now. I've got friends who wear them even 
though they don't need to.” 


What's changed your life? 

"BEING a mother. When 1 was growing 
up, my family were everything to me and 
1 wanted my daughter Carly to feel the 
same. She was my priority over my career 
and if doing a certain job didn't work for 
her, 1 didn't do it. She definitely grounded 
me and stopped me from becoming 
selfish - we went everywhere together, 
which is why we're so close now. 

"Recently, becoming a grandmother's 
been a life-changer. Before it happened, 1 
didn't think 1 could experience again the 
love 1 had for my own child. At the 
moment. I'm number one babysitter for 
Joni, who's three, and 1 also have my 
step-grandchildren to love and enjoy.” 


The Sixties were known as the sex, 
drugs and rock 'n' roll era - did you 
suffer any of the inappropriate behav¬ 
iour that's being revealed now? 

"1 DO often think it's amazing 1 got 
through it all unscathed, but 1 never, ever 
had anything inappropriate happen. 

"1 think that was thanks to my wonder¬ 
ful dad, Norman, whom 1 trusted and 
adored. When 1 suddenly got this 
overnight fame (by being named in a 
newspaper as the 'face' of 1966) he let me 
leave school to model, but insisted 1 
couldn't go to photo shoots or jobs on my 
own. My boyfriend became my manager, 
so he accompanied me everywhere. 1 also 
have quite a good right hook - but luckily 
1 never had to use it! 

"Even though 1 wasn't confident, 1 had 
this feistiness. A hugely famous 
photographer once asked me to cut off 
my fringe and, although 1 was 
nervous inside, 1 stood my ground 
and refused. That was quite brave at 
the time.” 

You're celebrating your 30th 
wedding anniversary this year. 

What's the secret of your happy 
relationship with Leigh? 

"GOD knows! No, seriously, it's because 
we're best friends. 

"It wasn't our first relationship - we'd 
both been through one that hadn't 
worked out for various reasons, so we felt 
lucky to find one another. Leigh's such a 
talented and attractive man, and most 
importantly, he makes me laugh. He's 
very romantic too - if ever he goes away 
he still leaves me little love notes on my 
pillow.” 


How do you look after your health and 
wellbeing? 

"I'M certainly not fanatical about looking 
after myself. I love food and cooking and 
eat mostly organic. Pilates is my indul¬ 
gence. I have one-to-one sessions 
because I have a funny back. It went into 
spasm once which scared me.”

4tbsp olive oil; 2 large 
aubergines, peeled and 
chopped into 3cm chunks; 4 
tomatoes, deseeded and 
chopped into 3cm chunks; 3 
garlic cloves, peeled and 
crushed; 2tbsp chopped fresh 
coriander, plus extra leaves 
to garnish; Itbsp lemon juice; 
Kztbsp clear honey; Itsp 
smoked paprika; y4tsp salt, or 
more to taste; Vztsp ground 
cumin; Vztsp paprika; Vstsp 
cayenne pepper, or more to

METHOD: 

1. Heat the olive oil in a 
medium saucepan and 
add all the ingredients. 


Cover the pan and cook 
over a medium-low heat 
for about 30 minutes 
until the vegetables are 
soft, stirring occasionally 
to make sure they don't 
stick to the base of the 
pan. 

2. Uncover the pan and

Flavours of Morocco 


MOROCCAN FOOD IS ABOUT 
FAR MORE THAN JUST \ 
TAGINES, FOOD BLOGGER 
NARGISSE BENKABBOU 
TELLS ELLA WALKER 



Y OU might think you 

know what couscous is, 
but Nargisse 
Benkabbou is about to 
change all that. 

"When I came to England and 
people were eating their 
couscous completely differently, 

1 thought, 'This is really weird,”' 
says the food writer wryly. 

"In Morocco, the stuff in the 
packet, we call it semolina," she 
explains. "We have a dish we 
normally eat on Friday and it's 
steamed grains of semolina 
topped with vegetable broth and 
meat - and that is couscous. If 
you order couscous in Morocco 
- unless you're somewhere really 
touristy in Marrakesh - they'll 
always bring you the whole dish." 

This is just one of many 
snippets of information about 
Moroccan food Nargisse is 
hoping to illuminate with her 
debut cookbook, Casablanca. 

"People think it's something 
exotic. They're excited about it, 
but they don't cook it at home 
because they think it's very 
complicated, and it's not," says 
Nargisse, who was raised in 
Brussels before moving to the 
UK, and shared her recipes and 
food writing through her blog, 
MyMoroccanFood.com, before 
penning her book. 

"My mission is to bring 
Moroccan flavours into people's 
homes." 

The Leiths-trained cook, who 
was prestigiously crowned 
Observer Rising Star In Food 
2018, really started her own 
cookery education as a child. 


"My oldest memory of my 
mum is coming home from 
school and her writing down 
recipes in front of the Ty" she 
remembers. It was Nargisse's job 
to assist in the kitchen, peeling 
and chopping, and to be a fellow 
flavour interrogator when they 
ate out. 

"She would ask me, 'What do 
you think? Is it rosemary? Is it 
thyme?' Then we'd go home and 
try to reproduce it." 

The trouble was, her mum 
always took the lead, "so when I 
started cooking on my own, I 
realised, 'Oh my god, I don't 
know this, I don't know that! I 


started calling my mum..." 

Luckily, she had a very good 
palate, "and that's how I started 
reproducing my mum's recipes 
over the phone," she continues. 

Even now, following a stint 
training in political science, 
which gave way to the insistent 
hunger to pursue cooking 
professionally, Nargisse admits 
with a smile: "I still call her." 

Although her food is informed 
by the dishes her mother and 
aunts fed and taught the 
London-based chef, Casablanca 
is not dedicated to traditional 
Moroccan cooking. 

Although the pages may be 


scattered liberally 
with traditional 
Moroccan 
ingredients and 
dishes and woven 
through with what 
gives Moroccan 
food its essence 
(vibrance, 
aromatics, 
spiciness, sourness 
and the "influences 
of so many 
civilisations 
- Persian, Arab, 
French, Ottoman, 
Turkish") - Nargisse gives her 
food heritage a twist. 

"I aim to share traditional 
dishes and make them more 
accessible," explains Nargisse, 
who is also a supper club host. 

"I've been eating this food all 
of my life, and I know how far I 
can go when I want to tweak a 
recipe to make it accessible for 
someone who doesn't know 
about Moroccan food, so that's 
what I do." 

She also loves to invent fusion 
dishes - a recent success was 
Moroccan almond cookies 
(ghriba), made with Chinese 
matcha. 

Do traditional Moroccan cooks 
mind her playing with classics? 

"Questions come more from 
the older generations, but my 
uncles and cousins will also tell 
me what I'm doing is really 
great," Nargisse muses. "It's very 
emotional and makes me proud 
I'm able to share my heritage. 

"Every time I share a 
traditional recipe, there's part of 
my mum in the recipes and my 
grandfather - for me it's a 
wonderful way to give an 
homage - it makes me really 
happy."

If I can't tempt 
you with some garden-gorgeous 
pinks in the middle of June, then 
when can I tempt you? 

The rose taste-tested in the 
digital world was Rose Duo des

Plages 2017 (£6.75, The Wine 
Society, 12% abv) of which one 
keen taster said "the strawberries 
and melon on the nose shape- 
shift into something more 
creamy and peachy in the mouth, 
surprisingly rounded on the 
finish". What a perfect 
description! I'll add that I picked 
up nectarines and a slice of 
lemon on the nose, with a dry, 
fruity finish and a good 
watering of acidity. 

Here are some other rose 
wines to look out for. 


La Vieille Ferme Rose (£7.49, The 
Co-op, 12.5%) is prettily peachy 
and pink perfection. It is a pale 
blush colour and hails from the 
southern Rhone, with grenache, 
syrah and cinsaultgrapes creating 
a fresh, enjoyable wine with a hint 
of redcurrants. 

Casillero del Diablo Rose 2017 

(£8,50, Tesco, Asda, 13% abv) 
You'll probably be familiar with 
this brand but this is a new light 
style of rose from the Chilean 
team. The blend is mainly syrah, 
with cinsault and carmenere, 
and the style is dry and 
elegant, with red fruits and a 
peppery edge. 

La Terrasse Rose Pays 
D'Oc (£10, Sainsbury, 13% 

^ abv) I love the classy glass 
stopper on this southern 
French pink, which is 


another blend of three grapes: 
Grenache, syrah and cinsault. The 
very best of the grape juices 
create the wine which then sits on 
its lees for 40 days. It is deliciously 
fresh, crisp and vibrant with red 
fruits and a flash of citrus. 

If sparkling is your thing (oooh, 
yes please) then look out for 
Mirabeau en Provence La Folie 
Rose (reduced to £10.49 from 
£13.99 at Waitrose until August 
7) which has gentle and 
I refreshing notes of strawberry, 

_ raspberry and blackcurrant. 

• If you want a day away 
from alcohol (or maybe 
you're a nominated driver) 
then McGuigan Wines has 
created a de-alcoholised 
pink wine McGuigan 
Delight Rose (RRP £5, 

Marks & Spencer) which is 




pleasantly perfumed, has sweet 
notes of forest fruits and is ever so 
lightly spritzy. 

■ Also in my glass... It's only fair to 
mention the second barbecue wine 
which appeared on the Wine 
Society's live winetasting: Nero 
d'Avola La Ferla, Sicilia 2016 
(£6.95,13.5% abv). One keen 
taster described it as having notes 
of "cherry cola" and another 
praised its "black cherries, plum 
and liquorice". I'd say it is ripe 
with black fruits, spice and 
blackcurrant jam. I bet it 
would be brilliant with a burnt, 
barbecued chipolata.

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WHEN cooking feels like 
a gigantic effort a 
one-bowl/one-pan 
approach is the answer

INGREDIENTS: (Serves 4) 

2 onions, sliced 

8 garlic cloves, peeled but left 

whole 

4 large chicken legs 

1 large sweet potato, cut into 
large chunks 

300g cauliflower florets 

2 lemons, sliced 
For the marinade: 

200ml vegetable stock 
Finely grated zest of 3 lemons 
3tbsp lemon juice 

3 garlic cloves, peeled and 
crushed 

3tbsp harissa, plus extra to serve 
2tbsp olive oil 
2tbsp finely chopped fresh 
coriander 

y4tsp salt, or more to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C(180°Cfan), Gas 
Mark 6. 


2. Mix all the marinade 
ingredients together in a 
bowl. 

3. Spread the onions out in 
a deep roasting tin and 
scatter the garlic cloves all 
over. Place the chicken 
legs, skin-side up, on top 
with the sweet 

potato chunks 
and cauliflower 
florets. Pour over 
the marinade 
and turn the 
chicken legs 
several times to 
ensure that they 
are fully coated 
with the 
marinade. Top 
the whole dish 
with the lemon 
slices. 

4. Bake for

HARISSA AND LEMON 



THE perfect tea-time cake, 
dangerously addictive - so 
fluffy, moist and rich that 
it doesn't need any 
topping or decoration.

250g unsalted shelled pistachio 
nuts 

4 large eggs, separated 

100ml olive oil, plus extra for oiling 

3tbsp orange juice 

Itbsp vanilla extract 

150g caster sugar 

lOOg ground almonds 

Finely grated zest of 1 large orange 

Vztsp (heaped) salt 

Itsp baking powder 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat the oven to 190°C 
(170°C fan). Gas Mark 5. 
Lightly oil a 900g loaf tin and 
line the base with baking 
paper. 

2. Tip the pistachios into a 
food processor and pulse 
until ground to a flour 
consistency, but take care 
not to overgrind them, 
otherwise they could turn 
into pistachio butter. 

Transfer the ground 
pistachios to a bowl. 

3. Mix the egg yolks, olive oil. 


orange juice and vanilla 
extract together in a 
large bowl until smooth.

5. Spread the cake mixture in 
the prepared tin and bake for 
35-40 minutes or until the

Creating the perfect 
bedroom for a child 
is no mean feat, but 
with a little bit of input 
from the room's 
inhabitant it doesn't 
have to be daunting 


C hildren's bedrooms 
often prove to be the 
trickiest of rooms to 
style. 

After all, child¬ 
hood is transient, so 
what suits a three- 
year-old differs 

greatly to what a seven-year-old wants 
in their bedroom. 

But I love taking on the challenge of 
a child's bedroom. Children are full of 
personality and imagination, and they 
have some fabulous ideas, from walls 
they can draw on (thank you chalk¬ 
board paint) to reading nooks and 
Lego building stations. 

So if your child has outgrown their 
current room, or it no longer matches 
their personality, it's time to sit down 
together and create a bold new 
scheme that ticks all the right boxes. 





BACK TO BASICS 

Has your child outgrown their toddler 
bed? Is a younger sibling about to 
move into the same room? Are exams 
approaching and a new desk needed? 

A bedroom has to be a lot of things 
at once; a haven in which to sleep, a 
playroom or place to unwind, and 
even a study when those all-important 
exams are approaching. 

So before grabbing a paintbrush, 
consider what basic furnishings the 
room needs and invest in the best you 


TOP TIPS 


1. Ask the child for input - 
what's most important to 
them. 

2. Never underestimate the 
importance of storage. 

3. Create dedicated areas for 
specific uses. 

4. If the room is shared, 
define spaces. 

5. Invest in guality basics and 
add throwaway pieces. 


can afford. Build a decent foundation 
based on your child's (or children's) 
current needs and plan to rest of the 
remodelling around these key pieces. 

OUT OF SIGHT 

Whether they are six months, six years 
or 16, children come with clutter; 
from chunky plastic toys, the afore¬ 
mentioned Danish building blocks or 
stacks and stacks of textbooks. And 
unless you want it spilling into other 
areas of the home, storage is a 
necessity. 

Thanl^lly, we have come a long 
way from the days of uniform flatpack 
solutions and there are some stunning 
options that will pack a punch in the 
style stakes. 

From seating with secret storage, 
floating frames for books and vintage 
crates attached to walls - there are a 
plethora of options to ensure you can 
create plenty of floor space for your 
child to play in (or revise) while keep¬ 
ing their treasured possessions stowed 
safely. 


Want a more unique spin? Shop 
around for an old distressed cupboard 
and work together to give it the 
upcycling treatment. 

DEFINE SPACES 

As we have established, a child's bed¬ 
room has a number of purposes. So 
when planning a new look, ensure 
you create distinct spaces or zones for 
each purpose. A desk needs to be well 
lit, which means it being placed under 
the main light source or close to a plug 
socket - who wants extension cords 
running across a room? 


For younger children, create a 
relaxing reading nook by placing 
floating books shelves on two 
adjoining corners and adding huge 
cushions and beanbags to create a 
secluded spot in which to unwind. 

And if your child wants their own 
dressing up space, but room is at a 
premium, why not add a mirror to the 
inside of their wardrobe door as well 
as some small boxes for accessories. 
While it may not be the walk-in 
wardrobe of their dreams, it's a great 
compromise. 

Defining spaces is a big one when it 


comes to a shared room, ensuring 
each child can express their identity. 
Let them pick out their own bedding, 
and choose artwork to reflect their 
personalities. If space allows, use 
sheer curtains to partition the room to 
create a definitive area they can call 
home.

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How to install a radiator 



T hey may not be the 
newest smartphone, 
or next big thing in 
high-speed broad¬ 
band, but radiators 
have been getting a 
distinctly modern 
makeover. 

Remember those dirty-grey plastic 
boxes with grills at the top, or those 
monolithic metal bars that would 
have looked more at home on the set 
of a Mad Max movie than in your 
living room? These are now relics 
from a bygone era: The modern 
radiator is sleek, slim and often 
surprisingly stylish. 

Coloured units are particularly a la 
mode; from the deepest crimson to 
the softest lilac, there is now a radiator 
to match any choice of aesthetic. 

And, the modern radiator doesn't 
even have to look like a radiator at all. 
Vertical models have become popular, 
either with bars stretched to the ceil¬ 
ing, or flattened out into a panel, while 
for the especially avant-garde, they 
can even be sculpted into artworks. 

Choosing a new one? Most 
radiators have similar underlying 
technology, so your main technical 
concern should be size. You don't 
want a titanic-power radiator turning 
your box room into a sauna, nor a 
radiator the size of a chihuahua 
struggling to warm up your banquet¬ 
ing hall. However good it might look, 
the size of your unit should be 
proportional to the size of the room. 

So, let's say you've negotiated the 
radiator-buying market. You've 
selected your supplier, picked out a 
sensible size, and found a radiator just 
the right shade to match the curtains. 
How do you install it? You could hire 
someone to do it, or you could use our 
step-by-step guide. 

Be warned, however: Your radiator 
is a not a piece of flat-pack Ikea 
furniture, and many suppliers do 
recommend calling in a professional 
plumber. Only DIY experts should 
attempt to install their radiators 
themselves. Here's how... 

1 MAKE SURE YOU'RE ALL SET WITH 
THE RIGHT TOOLS 

First things first, this is going to be a 
pretty technical process, so you'll 
need a good portion of your toolbox at 
the ready. Before the waterworks 
begin, assemble the following: 

Hose 


Waterproof sheeting 
Spanner 
Screwdriver 
Drill 

Tape measure 
Spirit level 
Roll of PTFE tape 

Corrosion Inhibitor (speak to your supplier 
about this) 

2 radiator valves 
Rawl plugs 
Brand new radiator 

TURN OFF THE TAP 

Start by switching off your boiler at 
the source, then find the 'isolation 
point' - most likely a stopcock that, 
when closed, should block any new 
water from entering your heating sys¬ 
tem during the process. Exactly what 
and where this valve is varies from 
system to system, but it is often found 
in the loft, attic, or near your water 
tank. 

DRAIN YOUR SYSTEM 

Now that your heating system can 
no longer replenish itself, locate the 


drain-off valve somewhere near the 
bottom of your boiler (although again, 
this varies). 

Secure a hose over the end of the 
valve and point it somewhere 
water-friendly, like a sink, drain or 
flowerbed. 

This is one the riskier moments in 
the process. "The hose can easily leak 
or slip off," says Pat Murphy, from 
London-based plumbing firm Pimlico 
Plumbers, "so cover the floor before 
you begin. Plastic sheeting - anything 
absorbent." 

If the radiator valve itself starts 
leaking, abort mission and call in a 
professional. 

REMOVE THE OLD RADIATOR 

" n ■ When all the water has drained 
from your system, you're ready to 
remove your old radiator from the 
wall. Uncouple it from the pipework 
by undoing the valve, then unscrew¬ 
ing the nut connecting it to the 
radiator. 

Most radiators aren't mechanically 
connected to the wall, so once it's 


divorced from its pipework, you can 
simply lift it up and away from its 
moorings (it might be heavier than it 
looks, so be careful). You can now 
remove the brackets. 

5 MEASURE CAREFULLY BEFORE 
HANGING THE NEW RADIATOR 

By measuring the dimensions of your 
new radiator, you should be able to 
sketch an outline on the wall, 
corresponding as closely as possible 
to your existing pipework. 

Check your workings carefully - 
the bracket markings should be 
equidistant from the pipes, 
equidistant from the ground, and the 
correct corresponding distance from 
each other. 

Once you're happy with the height 
and width of your diagram, use your 
spirit level to check your proposed 
bracket locations are absolutely 
level, and drill holes in the 
appropriate locations for Rawl plugs. 

You can then attach your 
brackets, and from them, hang your 
radiator. 


CONNECT TO THE PLUMBING 

If by some stroke of luck your new 
radiator aligns perfectly with your 
existing pipework, then carry on. If 
not, you can make minor local modifi¬ 
cation to the pipework (i.e. jiggle it a 
bit), but any major structural change 
should be undertaken by the pros. 
"The best joins are true, straight and 
level," says Pat. "If they're not closely- 
aligned, you're more likely to have a 
leak." 

No one wants a worn-out valve 
undermining their sparkling new 
heating system, so it's advisable to 
purchase new valves as well (often 
sold separately, ask your supplier 
what type you need). 

Use the accompanying nut and 
olive to screw your new valves onto 
the exposed pipework, securing them 
with your spanner. "You might want to 
put some joining compound around 
the olive," adds Pat, "it acts as a water¬ 
proof cushion around the join." 

The valve-radiator join is under 
much higher pressure, so it's time to 
give your PTFE tape its long-awaited 
debut. Tightly wrap the tape clockwise 
around the end of the valve two or 
three times. When the valve's screwed 
into the tail, it should be snug, tight 
and secure. Check all your joints one 
more time, and if everything seems 
solid, you're ready to go. 

FIRE IT UP 

Make sure your drain-off valve is 
closed, then locate the dedicated fill- 
in point in your system - usually at a 
high point in your pipework. Re-fill 
the system slowly - having come this 
far, you don't want a build-up of pres¬ 
sure squirting dirty water all over the 
walls. This is also a good opportunity 
to secure your plumbing's long-term 
health by introducing some corrosion 
inhibitor (again, talk to your supplier). 

Once your pressure gauge has 
reached its requisite point, close your 
fill-in point, release your isolation 
point, and turn on the boiler. 

Assuming you're still 80% dry, 
congratulations. You can bask in the 
warmth of your new heating system, 
and a job well done.

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I f you're the sort of person who thinks 
gossiping over the fence with your 
neighbours every day is a living hell, 
then two unusual opportunities to 
secure solitude have come on to the 
market. 

Agent Knight Frank is offering two 
sand forts for sale, both several miles 
outside the entrance to Portsmouth harbour. 
They are two of four forts built in the Solent 
during the late 1770s as part of fortifications 
designed to prevent an expected French 
invasion of the UK.

Knight Frank suggests it could become a 
23-room residence, as has a very similar fort 
nearby called No Man's. 

All the Solent forts, as they are known, were 
decommissioned during the 1960s and subse¬ 
quently offered up for sale, although it took 20 
years to find buyers for all four. 

Let's hope it doesn't take so long this time.

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M ention the word Jeep to many 

older motorists and most conjure 
up thoughts of that renowned 
World War Two American made 
4x4 Army vehicle that help the 
Allies to victory. 

Today’s modern Jeep still inherits much of 
that original basic four-wheel-drive design 
principle but now fully modernised by ever 
increasing new technology to join the ever 
growing band of Sports Utility Vehicles. 

Taken over by Fiat in 2014 the Jeep 
models are being thoroughly updated with a 
new Compass model, subject of this road 
test, and a new Renegade due out later this 
summer as the Italian car maker pushes 
itself into the world of SUV models which 
remains one of the fastest growing sectors 
in the car industry. 

This latest Compass is certainly a vast 
improvement on the old model, which 
ceased production over two years ago, and 
whilst it retains all of the expect mod cons 
of an upmarket 4x4 it still retains a distinct 
touch of its history underneath. 

In essence this means it’s an excellent off- 
roader, as encountered on test where it 
easily swept through muddy, rutted, rain- 
sodden field tracks with no problem and it 
never missed a beat despite the appalling 
underfoot conditions. 

Equally important to probably most SUV 
buyers today it’s on-road performance is 
also much improved and whilst it might not 
be having quite the finesse in some quarters 
as its arch rivals, like the Nissan Qashqai 
and VW Tiguan, it’s nonetheless a 
competent (and extremely comfortable) 
contender. 

There’s a choice of two diesel engines - 
either a 1.6-litre or a 2.0-litre - plus a 1.4- 
litre petrol with the two-litre I70bhp diesel 
tested here which has a nine-speed 
automatic gearbox and full all-wheel-drive. 

The automatic box is really good with easy 
an easy shift movement up and down that’s 
far more assertive and positive feeling than 
any automatic in previous versions and in 
reality any SUV of this size, weight and 
power must have one rather than the 
alternative in this case of a six-speed 
manual gearbox. 

With all the new on-board technology 
there is a price to pay of course and the 
I20bhp automatic tested comes in at 
£34,295 on the road - the cheapest version 
with the excellent automatic gearbox is the 
1.4-litre petrol Compass costing £32,618 - 
but when compared like for like against its 
rivals it’s about par for the course. 

Incidentally the entry-level Compass is the 
1.6-litre I20bhp diesel at £23,040, which 
admittedly is only two-wheel drive, so 
there’s quite a wide model range of pricing 
to suit most driver’s pockets. 

In terms of looks there’s no getting away 
from it that the Compass has Jeep styling 
with the trademark seven-bar grille at the 
front, wide wheel arches and the like which 
all in all makes it stand out from the rest of 
the big boys in the SUV pack. 

The interior has been improved too with 
the test car having heated and easily 
adjustable front leather seats, well laid out 
dashboard that has an 8.4-inch 
infotainment touch screen system with all 
the expected aid likes sat nav, CarPlay Auto 
and more while the interior finish is smart 
and pleasant looking whilst there is also 
ample leg and head room for both front and 
rear seat passengers. 

There is the option of a £1,200 panoramic

sunroof which in my book is well worth 
paying for as it naturally gives more light 
particularly for rear seat passengers and 
overall gives the interior a more airy feel 
while there’s also what Jeep calls a premium 
pack that includes adaptive cruise control, 
stop and go fuel saver and a power tailgate, 
all for £1,000 and again well worth the extra 
outlay. 

Boot space with its three floor setting 
levels is okay at 368 litres which increases to 
a healthier 1,693 litres with the rear seats 
folded. 

As for actually driving the 2.0-litre diesel 
in the car proved particularly excellent in 
two areas - trundling off-road and on long 
distant motorway cruising where is was so 
quiet and refined and really comfortable for 
both driver and passengers. It also on test 
clocked up its best fuel consumption here at 
4I.3mpg. Around busy town streets and in 
urban areas the steering was a little vague, 
not quite up to the levels of its main rivals, 
but again it’s something as a driver you 
would soon get use to and adjust individual 
driving styles to suit. 

The suspension is also much improved 
over the old model and clearly now more 
suited to European rather than American 
road surfaces and the test car easily soaked 
up the ever increasing numbers of pot holes 
and uneven road surfaces we have here 
nowadays. This Compass has loads of safety 
features on board - little wonder it past the 
5 star Euro NCAP ratings - with standard 
across the range from the Limited editions 
upwards of six airbags, forward collision 
warning, lane departure warning and blind 
spot monitoring. 

At the end of the day it’s a Jeep which in 
this latest form is more Europeanised than 
ever yet retains those historic looks making 
it a pleasant alternative to the more home 
grown products in this sector.

DAIMLER LED EXECUTIVE PACK 



e might think that 
we are living in 
the heyday of the 
premium 
executive saloon, 
but in the 1960s Jaguar had 
the market cornered. 

And one of the company’s 
products which focused on 
pure British style and luxury 
was the Daimler 2.5 V8. 

Based on the successful 
Mk 11 Jaguar, the V8 was 
produced from J962 to 1969, 
with 17,620 rolling off the 
production line. 

This four-door, four-seat 
expression of pure opulence 
is one of the classic greats. 

It differed from its Jaguar 
cousins in having a 2,548cc 
V8 OHV engine which could 
swoosh along under 
automatic transmission - 
there were a few manual 
versions too - to a top speed 
of 112mph and reach 60mph 
in 13.8 seconds. 

The V8 was the result of a 
1960 deal in which Jaguar 
purchased Daimler from BSA 
Automotive who had owned 


the famous marque since 
1910. 

Daimler had not been 
doing well in the 1950s, but 
had, in 1959 introduced the 
SP250 sports car, designed to 
appeal to the US market, and 
fitted with a lightweight V8. 

The design of the engine 
was credited to Edward 
Turner, the managing 
director of BSA Automotive, 
who had been a noted 
designer of motorbike 
engines in his early career. 

Jaguar gained a factory 
from the purchase, but it was 
also impressed with this 2.5- 
litre V8 engine, and the 
decision was made to fit it 
into a slightly altered Jaguar 
Mk 11 body shell and 
produce an upmarket model 
with Daimler badging aimed 
at a different segment of the 
motoring public - 
professional people like 
doctors, lawyers and well-off 
retirees, plus the odd 
motoring journalist because 
1 owned one. 

The body shell was altered 


to incorporate a traditional 
Daimler grille, and badging, 
mascots, etc. were suitably 
changed. 

To match its more sedate 
target audience it was 
initially available only as an 
automatic, although it 
handily outperformed the 
Jaguar 2.4. 

Daimlers were always built 
with more standard 
equipment than their Jaguar 
brethren, and when the 
Jaguar Mk 11 range evolved 


to become the 240/340, and 
lost previously standard 
equipment such as leather 
seating and integrated fog/ 
spot lights, the same fate did 
not befall the Daimlers. 

The change in designation 
from 2.5-litre V8 to V8 250 
came at the same time as the 
renaming of the Mk 11 to the 
240 and 340, and the cars' 
appearance changed in the 
same way, as the slimline 
bumpers from the Jaguar S 
type were fitted. However 


the Daimler was not 
cheapened like the Jaguar, 
and retained all its standard 
equipment. 

Apart from brake seals, 
which burst with 
monotonous regularity, 1 
have very fond memories of 
my beautiful blue Daimler. 

To me it was one of the 
last of the real cars. It 
featured that leathery, 
polished wood smell that 
cars of the golden days had 
and it was a gem to drive. 


Yes it was heavy and my 
example did not have power 
steering, but it always gave 
everything its best shot and 
was a real friend. 

It even got me out of a 
nightmare situation when, in 
the depths of winter 1 was 
driving along a hilly Welsh 
road in sleet and rain. 1 got 
to the top of a hill and too 
late discovered that the 
windchill factor had dropped 
off the clock and the gale 
had turned the downward 
slope into an ice rink. 

The Daimler started to skid 
down the slope with the 
wheels still in drive. Luckily 
it was so stable that 1 was 
able to slip the transmission 
in reverse and give it a 
bucketful of revs full astern 
to take some of its speed off 
in order to turn into a 
sideroad with an upward 
slope. 

Just after 1 had been able 
to stop, a mail van came 
over the same rise and spun 
off the road. Just says it all 
about this wonderful car.
